The following is an Advisory action in response to the After Final submitted by 
the applicant on June 26, 2006. Claims 1-29 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

The Examiner has fully considered the applicant's arguments that a sequential 
relationship is not the same as a hierarchical relationship and is also not taught by 
Nakaoka (US 6,092,048), but they are deemed not persuasive. 

Nakaoka (US 6,092,048) teaches, by the applicant's own admission on page 2, 
last paragraph of the Remarks, and according to Figure 1 1 and column 1 1 , lines 47-51 
that the task execution system contains main tasks and subtasks in relation to the main 
tasks. The fact that an item has subtasks indicates that the subtasks need to be 
completed first in order for the main task to be completed. This is an indication of task 
order which represents a sequential relationship of the tasks. In addition, Nakaoka 
teaches rules as indicated in column 3, lines 37-55 where the rules control the work 
procedure or order in which the tasks are executed, which again represents a 
sequential relationship of the tasks.
